COMPROMISE SOUGHT 


Americans Stand Firm Against 
Any Alliance Seeking to 
Discuss Battleships. 


GIBSON CONFERS WITH ISHII 


Telis Him We Demand Parity 
With Britain Unless Forced 
to Call Parity Insufficient.

GENEVA, June 28.—The new note 
injected into the tri-power conference 
yesterday by Japan’s. sudden move 
toward a possible alignment with 
Great Britain on the subject of capi- 
tal ships has had not the slightest 
effect upon what is now termed in 
conference circles as ‘‘Gibsonian 
sangfroid,”” or upon the calm of the 
American delegation, which is best 
described as phiégmatic to a point 
almost British. 

Puzzling as the Japanese attitude 
still remains, it has- had--the imme- 
diate effect of clarifying the horizon. 
Even in the event of. a conference 
rupture—entirely possible, -@ithough 
net likely at present—the American 
delegation feels that the American 
public would then fully realize our 
exact position in relation to the other 
world Therefore; they feel 
that the invitation issued by Presi- 
dent Coolidge, in the hope at least of 
obtaining further naval disarma- 
ment, has been beneficial to that ex- 
tent, if in no other way. 

Our Stand Called Impregnable.. 

In any event, the Washington com- 
pact will not be tinkered with at Ge 
neva. The American position in this 
matter is regarded as ‘‘impregnable.”’ 
This was stressed again today when 
Mr. Gibson, dressed in smart Sum- 
mer flannels, blandly and smilingly 
informed international correspon- 
dents that the Washington treaty 
“eannot be revised against the 
wishes of the signatory powers,"’ and 
when in an emphatic manner he de- 
clared that this attitude would be 
maintained against Britain and Ja- 
pan united, or even against France 
and Italy also, if they became full 
members of the conference.and all 
these four nations were to combine 
to break the Washington agreement. 

So far as last night’s Japanese 
communiqué is concerned, Mr. Gib- 
son was fully cognizant of the pro- 
posed move in the early aftertoon, 
when he had a long talk with Vis- 
count Ishii and pointed out that a 
serious” effect might follow if the 
Japanese delegation permitted what 
Mr. Gibson called their “tryout 
methods’”’ to get publicity in the 
United States. 

Hints Equality May Not Be Enough. 

He insisted, however, that, while 
the Americans were willing to use 
any term rather’ than ‘“‘ratio’’’ to 
please Japan, and also that while in 
his opening address at the confer- 
ence he had stated that ‘‘naval] needs 
are relative,”’ the United States/ ad 
would insist upon equality with Brit- 
ain in all categories of ships unless 
forced into a situation where she 
might regard equality as_ insuffi- 
cient.” 

Present indications are that the 
Japanese, in consequence of the ef- 
fect of their new attitude, are ready 
to shelve it—at least until the con- 
ference has considered auxiliary cat- 
egories. . Therefore, while at present 
the incident is regarded as ‘“‘unfortu- 
nate,”’ it is one to which the Amer- 
icans will continue to give careful 


attention until the conference has

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| 84 Coolies, Denied Leave, Mutiny at H sbohens | 


31 Battle Way to Freedom With Razors 





Their ire aroused because they 
were refused shore leave when the 
Holland-America liner Rotterdam 
docked at the foot of Fifth Street, 
Hoboken, last night, ‘eighty-four 
Chinese coolies, comprising the deck 
and engine room crews, organized a 
mutiny and marched ashore armed 
with razors, wrenches, capstan bars 
and belaying pins. 

The coolies, who were signed on in 
Rotterdam, Holland, when the white 
crew .struck at, the end of the last 
voyage in protest against the cus- 
tomary lay-off whil. the steamer was 
in its home pers: thronged along the 
— toward the street, shouting and 

randishing their weapons. 

They had a clear passage until tLey 
reached the entrance to the pier, 
where Thomas Carmody, a watch- 
man, strode.toward them and t.ied 
to halt their march. Waving his 


nightstick, he ordered them to stop. 
Instead, they plunged ahead. “ar- 
mody swung his stick. In the mélée 
he was slashed on the right arm and 
shoulder with a razor. 

The uproar of the milling crowd 
brought a Hoboken patrolman run- 
ning to the scene. He fired a shot 
in the air to try to frighten the 
coolies into submission, but they con- 
tinued to oo their way toward free 
dom. Dockmen and seamen along 
the waterfront, including John 
Smith, a cook on the yacht Glard. 
went to the aid of Carmody and the 
patrolman. Smith’s right hand was 
broken in the fight. 

Police reserves were called, and 
they employed their clubs to halt 
the battle. Eventually the mutiny 
was put down, but in the excitement 
thirty-one coolies escaped the 
street, and late last night they were 
still at liberty.

Honolalt. Hears Army Fliers

PORTLAND, Ore., Wednesday, 
June 29 (@.—The Federal Tele- 
graph Company here reported last 
night that it had intercepted an 
amateur radio messge from Pearl 
Harbor, stating that the army 
Fokker plane was reported 900 
miles northeast of Honolulu and 
that all was well. The message 
was timed 6:30 P. M. Honolulu 
Time (9 P. M. Pacific Coast 
Time),

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SAN FRANCISCO, June 28. ). 
—Radio dispatches picked up by 
the Federal Telegraph Company 
from the steamer President Pierce 
at 8:05 o’clock tonight said that 
the Pierce heard the army Fok- 
ker at 7:35 P. M. talking to the 
-President Cleveland and asking 
for a radio bearing. 

The Cleveland was about 1, 100 
‘miles off San -Francisco. . 

Later a message from the Cleve- 
land reported cloudy weather at

est over-water flight yet attempted,

Hegenberger as navigator, hopped 
off from the Oakland municipal air- 
port. 

Nearly. eight hours later the plane 
was sighted by the steamship So- 
noma, flying low and fast, more than 
750 miles from its starting point.

ALL SHIPS AT SEA WARNED. 


Radio Corporation Has Made Mi- 
nute Plans to Get Byrd Flashes. 


The Radio Corporation of America 
has made elaborate and unprece 
c-~ted preparations to extend a net- 
work of wireless communication 
across the Atlantic Ocean during the 
flight of the America. Its high-power 
coastal stations at Chatham, Mass.; 
Tuckerton, N. J., and New Bruns 
wick, N. J., will be constantly on 
th: alert to intercept the two-hour 
news bulletins to be sent from the 
airplane. A special code will be used 
to insure accuracy and reduce the 
time for transmission and reception. 

For more than a week, the Radio 
Corporation has been sending radio- 
grams to ships at sea asking all ves- 
sels north of latitude 41 for position 
reports along the route Commander 
Byrd will take, and has been send- 
ing news bulletins of the flight prep- 
arations with a request to all ships’ 
radio operators to keep constant 
watch on the 690-meter wavelength 
the plane will use, so that the auto- 
matic signals emanating from the 
plane may enable ships at sea to 
take frequent radio compass bear- 
ings and establish the exact position 
of the America at all times. 

In the event that signals should 
suddenly cease, it is pointed out, 
these compass bearings would greatly 
facilitate rescue work. With the ex- 
act position of the America known 
just before she stopped transmitting, 
ships could be sent to her assistance 
without loss of time, and would have 
a definite place to which to go in- 
stead of hunting for a needle in the 
haystack, as in the case of the 
search for Nungesser and Coli, the 
lost French aviators, who might 
have fallen anywhere in the wide At- 
lantic.

The installation permits of transmis- 
sion on two wave lengths, 600 meters 
for initial calling and S O §S calls, 
and 690 meters for regular transmis- 
sion. The transmitting circuit is of 
the self-rectifying, yore cur- 
rent continuous. wave t Two 50- 
watt radiotron trans ting tubes 
serve as oscillators and are connected 
at opposite ends of a high-voltage 
transformer. 

The antenna is directly coupled to 
the transmitting circuit. Variation 
of wave length is obtained through 
a variometer. Two fixed wWwave- 
meter circuits tuned to 600 and 690 
meters are inserted in the front 
panel and so adjusted that an indi- 
cator — on each shows the oper- 
ator on which wave length the set is 
sending. By watching the blinker 
signals from the proper wave length, 
Lieutenant Noville doar! be able to as- 
certain at anv moment just how the 
automatic transmitting device send- 
ing out the call letters is operating. 

he receiving set uses four type 
201-A radiotrons. One is used as a 
tuned and balanced radio frequency 
amplifier, one is a detector and the 
remaining two are audio amplifiers. 
The set differs from the ordinary 
receiver in that it is lighter, more 
compact and more eee. Special de- 
vices are also a loyed to reduce 
motor noise, vibration and ignition 
disturbances. The headset comprises 
a soft leather helmet with sound 
muffling ear cups. 

The automatic sending device for 
sending out the plane’s call letters 
at six-second intervals during the 
flight consists of a rotating cut 
metal disk which actuates a lever 
carrying electric keying contact to 
the sending set. As the disk rotates 
it causes the transmitter to repeat 
eee letters WTW, followed by a 

as . 

Because of the large amount of 
gasoline carried, all electrical 
switches, the radio sending key and 
all automatic transmitter contacts 
are enclosed in flame-proof boxes. 
The switches are combined on a 
common handle with positions for 
sending, receiving, automatic trans- 
mission and battery charging. 

The radio battery equipment con- 
sists of three twenty-two-and-one- 
half volt blocks incorporated for the 
receiver and two light six-volt stor- 
age batteries for filament and dash 
illumination. ‘These batteries will be 
charged from the generator through 
a special circuit whenever the plane 
is transmitting. 

The emerg toes Oe oe weighs ten 
pounds and of a spark coil, 
spark-gap, dry cells, induction coil, 
antenna current meter and e- 
sending push button, enclosed in a 
waterproof case with only the push 
button and the meter showing on the 
outside.

PARIS, June 28.—Reduction'of mil- 
itary service in France to one year 
was voted today by the Chamber of 
Deputies conditionally on the passage 
of all other terms of the bill for reor- 
ganization of the army. : 

Some hesitation was shown by both 
sides of the Chamber about accepting 
this clause. The Nationalists feared 


that it would bring them to accepting 


one year of service, irrespective of 
what may happen to the rest of the 
carefully prepared scheme of recruit- 
ment and reorganization which is be- 
ing voted step by step. The Left 
feared that the failure to obtain the 


rest of the provisions in the measure 
would prevent one-year service froin 
becoming realizable. A compromise 
phrasing was found for the clause 
which was finally voted by 317 to 234. 

In the bill as ee ee 
by the Minister of War, M. nlevé, 
and his associates, it is provided that 
reorganization of the army in a man- 
ner which will permit reduction of 
service to one year must depend on 
the constitution of a _ professional 
force of re-enlisted men of 106,000 
officers and men. This number of 

rmanently enlisted men will enable 
he regrouping of the army in a 
smaller number of regiments and will 
permit reduction of the term of ser- 
vice without reducing below what is 
considered a security figure the num- 
ber of men at any one with the 
colors.

COOLIDGE POLICIES 


lil! and Graying Under Burden 
of Philippines Post, General 
Plans to Go Back Sept. 1. 








WON'T TALK ON THIRD TERM 


But Says President’s Backing Has 
Aided Island Work Greatly— 
Traces Progress There. 





Graying under the burden of his 
years in the nation’s service, but 
resolutely insisting that his health 
was unimpaired, Major Gen. Wood, 
Governor General of the Philippines, 
arrived here yesterday with high 
praise for President Coolidge and 
his Administration. 

Six years have fled since the sol- 
dier, then rugged despite his sixty- 
one years, left New York to face the 
complex problems that awaited him 
in the country’s Far Eastern pos- 
sessions. Life in the tropics brought 
about a rucurrence of illness caused 
by an accident to the General when 
he was serving in Cuba in 1898 with 
the famous’ Rough Riders. Two 
operations further attacked his stur- 
diness, and just before he sailed 
home, a month ago, he was in an 
automobile mishap and three ribs 
were broken. The ribs were refrac- 
tured on the voyage from Manila, 
which ended at Seattle on June 20. 

When the General’s train reached 
the Pennsylvania Station at 10:25 
A. M. yesterday he had to be assist- 
ed from the Pullman. When he 
sought to rise from his chair in a 
suite at the Waldorf to greet inter- 
viewers an aide helped him to his 
feet. A smile, however, flashed over 
his ruddy face and was reflected in 
twinkles in his clear eyes. And there 
was a hearty snap to his statement 
that he was all right and planned to 
return to his post in Malacanan Pal- 
ace on Sept. 1. 


Won’t Talk on Third Term. 


Catching up the questions put to 
him, General Wood was quick in his 
replies to all, save those touching 
on American politics and the third 
term. He said he was trying to keep 


out of domestic politics, and as for 
the third term that was a matter for 
the President alone to discuss. 

“IT had a very good trip home,”’ he 
said, ‘‘and a pleasant day in Seattle 
and two pleasant ones in the Black 





Hills with the President. I found 
him in fine shape and thoroughly en- 
joying the country. I have made no 
comment on the third term. That is 
a matter for the President alone. I 
will say that he has given solid back- 
ing to our work in the Philippines 
and has aided me immensely. 

‘‘The islands are in splendid shape. 
The _— order is good, the public 
heal is first rate and there is a 
large balance in the Treasury at the 
end of the year. The people talk 
independence without knowing what 
it means. The leaders have not told 
the —— what independence means, 
especially what it would mean in the 
way of tion. For instance, any 
break in the present trade relations 
would spell ruin for the Filipinos, 
who now send in their sugar and to- 
bacco duty free. A little group of 
Filipino politicians talk indepen- 
dence, but the great bulk of the peo- 
ple, while favoring independence, do 
not know what it means. 

The Governor General was asked if 
he would venture a prediction on the 
probable length of time needed to fit 
the Filipinos for full self-government. 
He smilled and the twinkle in his 
eyes showed again. 

‘‘While they want independence, 
they are not ready for it,’’ he said. 
‘‘They are, however, making remark- 
able progress. But I am not a pro- 
phet and I cannot tell when they will 
be ready. Certainly we should not 
turn them loose before they are 
ready, for to do so would spell their 
ruin. While sympathizing with their 
aspirations we must take account of 
the facts. 


Calis Islands Prosperous. 


“IT have never seen the islands so 
prosperous as they are today. The 
prosperity of the home country is 
reflected there and the reason is 
that through the President we have 
got down to a sound basis of econ- 
omy. The people in the West seem 
to be very much pleased with the 
state of affairs. 

‘‘Education in the Philippines is 
booming. The Filipinos are crazy 
about schools. There are more than 
1,000,000 children in the schools and 
there are 27,000 teachers. English 
is spreading rapidly and we are 
pushing it hard.”’ 

Replying to a question, General 
Woo said there was very little 
Japanese propaganda in the islands 
and that relations with the island 
empire were very good. As to 
China, he said he did not think the 
Soviet idea would be put over there. 
He said the Philippines wanted to 
see the establishment of a strong 
central Government in China; some 
one with whom business could be 
carried on. He added that there 
were no Reds in the Philippines and 
that the Filipino desire for inde- 
pendence should not be regarded as 
discontent. 

General Wood spoke with pride of 
the progress being made curb 
leprosy in the islands. He said there 
were now about 12,000 lepers there 
and that 5,600 of them were under 
treatment on the Island of Culion. 
He said the chaulmoo oil treat- 
ment was proving efficacious and

Praises Coolidge Policies. 


*‘President Coolidge has been a 
great President,’’ he said. ‘‘He has 
brought observance of sound ideals 
and it has made it possible for us to 
get some idea of what government 
under the Constitution means. I am 
trying to keep out of American poli- 
tics but I do feel free to express my 


admiration for the President.”’ 

The Governor General spoke against 
the Government monopoly in sugar 
in the islands, citing the wartime ex- 
perience of the Federal Government 
with the railroads. He said he was 
confident that a future source of 
great prosperity to the ye gee ne 
was in rubber plantations and sar- 
dines, which were abundant off the 
island coasts. Only the fear that in- 
neonate would be granted to the 
Filipinos and possible instability re- 
sult held back capital for the exploi- 
tation of rubber and sardines, he 


said. . 

“Money follows the flag,’’ he ob- 
served, “‘and stability in the Philip 
pines is due primarily to the flag.’’ 

General Wood will remain at the 
Waldorf for several days greeting 
old friends, including ajor Gen. 
James H. McRae, commanding the 
Second Corps Area. He will then go 
to Washington to confer with the 
Secretary of War, remaining there a 


week at least. 

He is — ied by Mr: Wood 
and by Major B. Y. Read, U. 8S.

Envoy to France Is Welcomed 
by Mayor and Praised for 
Aid to Lindbergh. 


SAYS FLIGHT WELDED PEACE 


Ambassador Declares Liner Is 
» Returning Visit of Plane as 
Messenger of Friendship. 


Myron T. Herrick, United States 
Ambassador to France, arrived yes- 
terday on the new 44,000-ton French 
liner Tle de France and received sa- 
lutes of nineteen guns from Fort 
Wadsworth and Governors Island. 
He was accompanied by his son and 
daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. 
Parmely Herrick, and was welcomed 
at Quarantine by Grover Whalen 
and others of the Mayor’s reception 
committee, who went down the bay 
on the municipal steamboat Macom. 

After luncheon on the liner the 
Ambassador, his son and a number 
of prominent French bankers and 
manufacturers, who were guests of 
the steamship line, were transferred 


to the Macom and proceeded to Pier 
A at the Battery. 


Silent on Report of Treaty. 


On the way up the harbor the Am- 
bassador was interviewed by report- 
ers. He declined to comment on the 
document he was supposed to be car- 
rying from the French Government, 
said to be the draft of an agreement 
which would make war between 


France and the United States almost 
impossible. 

‘“‘A document does not mean any- 
thing in a diplomatic sense,’’ he said. 
“The news in the one paper that I 
have with me was all cabled to 
Washington some days before I left 
Paris. Any information on the mat- 
ter will be given out at the State 
Department in due course, and it 
would be both impolitic and indeli- 
cate to discuss it at this time.’’ 

The Ambassador said that the ar- 
rangements for the visit of the Amer- 
ican Legionnaires had been completed 
before he left Paris and that he had 
no fear of any trouble between them 
and the French people. He added 
that he was glad to return home for 
a rest. He said he had enjoyed his 
voyage on the Ile de France.

Yesterday Mr. Goldberg had 
been one of the strongest defenders 
of Mr. Lipsky and of the adminis- 
tration which today sought to oust 
him from power.

**‘M. Clementel, Chairman of the 
Trade Barriers Committee of the In- 
ternational Chamber, having been 
kept in France by Parliamentary 
duties, his place as Chairman has 
been taken by Herr Kotzenberg, Ger- 
man, and Norman H. Davis, Ameri- 
can. Messages from both these coun- 
tries have already reached the Cham- 
ber. 

“The United States delegation 
states the belief that the trade of 
Europe, and incidentally the trade of 
the United States, will be improved 
by reducing internal barriers to 
trade. The Americans have called 
the attention of their European col-

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BALDWIN ABANDONS 
REFORM OF LORDS 


Revolt of Young Conservatives 
Balks Ministry’s Plan to Make 
Changes in Upper House. 


CABINET PARTIALLY UPHELD 


Unionist and Conservative Council 
Pledges ‘Sympathetic’ Support, but 
Defeats Motion for Full Aid.

LONDON, June 28.—The plan of 
the Baldwin Ministry to reform the 
House of Lords, making it a more 
powerful second chamber, was 
dropped today. Within a week after 
the day that Lord Cave astonished 
the bulk of his own Conservative 
Party by outlining before the Peers 
a radical revision of the British Con- 
stitution, a revolt of the younger 
Conservatives attained sufficient 
proportions to defeat the proposal. 

It was learned authoritatively to- 
night that the Government was sur- 
prised at the extent of the defection 
of Conservative members: of the 
House of Commons. Although par- 
tially upheld on the measure at to- 
day’s meeting of 800 delegates to 
the Central Council of the National 
Union of Conservative and Unionist 
Associations here, the Ministry let it 
be known that it would content it- 
self by bringing forward next year 
several amendments to the Parlia- 
ment act more definitely defining 
*‘money bills,’’ which are now ex- 
clusively within the power of the 
House of Commons. 

Today’s Conservative gathering 
passed a motion pledging ‘“‘sympa- 
thetic’’ support of the Ministry’s gen- 
eral purpose to reform the House of 
Lords and declaring the council saw 
with satisfaction the Ministry’s pres 
arations to take action, but i 
feated the original motion promising 
its support would be ‘“‘whole-hearted. 
It defeated also an amendment of- 
fered by ‘‘the 1922 group’”’ of younger 
Conservatives demanding no definite 
action be taken without consulting 
the party as a whole. 

But it was learned that seventy of 
the younger group who had signed 
the defeated amendment late Mon- 
day night had been joined today by 
practically another seventy, and 
when the Labor Party in the House 
of Commons this afternoon an- 
nounced that its motion to censure 
the Government for the proposal 
would be introduced soon the Con- 
servatives offered immediately an 
amendment to the Labor motion, 
taking out the sting but frowning on 
drastic reform. 

It was learned tonight that the 
Government is willing to accept its 
own party’s amendment.

National Problems Presented. 

“These things present national 
problems: They involve the welfare 
of the nation as a whole. They in- 
volve no less than the security of the 
Republic and the perpetuity of our 
institutions. ' We hav»: been s0 
abundantly blessed that heretofore 
little occasion has arisen for the con- 
sideration of these things. 

‘In addition to that, the great war 
has for the last twelve years direct- 
ed the attention of the Government 
and the people away from these mat- 
ters. But it is time to turn our at- 
tention homeward to these domestic 
probler..s, the longer neglect of which 
means incalculable injury and, in 
some respects, irreparable injury. 

“The relation which the Govern- 
ment should sustain to these mat- 
ters presents a difficult problem.

Dr. Machen Says He Cannot 
Quit Princeton Seminary 
in Its Present Crisis. 


A FUNDAMENTALIST LEADER 


In Declining New Post He Voices 
Hope for Victory in Presby- 
terian Controversy. 


The Rev. Dr. J. Gresham Machen, 
of the Princeton Theological Semi- 
nary, a leading Presbyterian Funda- 
mentalist, has declined the offer of 
the Presidency of Bryan Memorial 
University, a Fundamentalist insti- 
tution, it was learned yesterday. 

In his letter declining the appoint- 
ment, Dr. Machen refers to the 
struggle in the Princeton Seminary 
which has largely centred around 
him and declares that his present 
duty is to see the fight there through 
to a finish. He refers feelingly also 
to the action of the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian Church a 
year-ago in refusing to confirm his 
appointment to’a full professorship 
in the Seminary and calls it a ‘‘most 
extraordinary indignity.’’ 

Dr. Machen’s letter was written to 
F. E. Robinson, a business man of 
Dayton, Tenn... where Bryan made 
his last fight in the trial of John T. 
Scopes for teaching evolution. Mr. 
Robinson is head of the University 
during its organization period. The 
letter was made public.through Mal- 


colm Lockhart, National Director of 
the campaign to raise a ,000 
fund for the institution. 


Sees Crisis at Princeton. 


*“*T do not feel that just at the pres- 
ent moment I can honorably leave 
my present position,’’ says Dr. Ma- 
chen in his letter. ‘‘Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary is an institution 


which for a hundred years, and never 
more successfully than now, has been 
defending and propagating the gos- 
see of Christ. It is now passing 

hrough a great crisis. If the reor- 
ganization favored by the General 
Assembly, which has just met at San 
Francisco, is finally adopted next 
year—if the proposed abrogation of 
the whole constitution of the semi- 
nary and the proposed dissolution of 
the present Board of Directors is fi- 
nally carried out, if, in other words, 
the control of the seminary passes 
into entirely different hands—then 
Princeton Theological Seminary, as 
it has been so long and so honorably 
known, will be dead, and we shall 
have at Princeton a new institution 
of a radically different 

“But meanwhile—during this com- 
ing year—the seminary is still genu- 
inely and consistently evangelical. 
And it is by no means certain that 
the work of destruction will really 





be authorized next May. The report 
of the committee that ‘ealt with the 
subject this year was adopted only 
because of the gross misrepresenta- 
tions of fact that the report con- 
tained, and it is quite possible that 
the true facts may still become gen- 
erally known and that the sense of 
fair p .! which, we hope, is still pos- 
sessed by the rank and file of our 
Presbyterian Church may make it- 
self felt, so that the right of thor- 
oughgoin conservatives in the Pres- 
urch to have at least one 
hers." that clearly and unequivo- 
cally represents their view may. still 
recognized and Princeton may 
still be saved.

Harold Vanderblit Salls His New

The Vanitie 
finished 3 minutes and 40 seconds 
ahead of her old rival, the Resolute, 
but on corrected time defeated the 
Clark schooner by the narrow mar- 
gin of only four seconds. 

The Vanitie led the Resolute prac- 
tically over the entire course after a 
loafing start, when the racing fleet 
had a very light and steady streaky 
southeast breeze to send it along. 
‘The course sailed took the fleet from 
he AEN BP eee aie ett.

ship to a mark moored twelve and 
one-half miles away in the open sea 
and return. 

A feature of the day in Class M, 
which now includes the New York 
Yacht Club fifty-footers, was the 
first appearance under racing canvas 
of the new sloop Presti ge, which is 
a fine looking sloop, with mahogany 
topsides, made a good showing on 
her first time out, but had to be 
content with second place, being 
beaten by over two minutes by 
Chiora, the black fifty owned by 
Chales L. Harding of Boston.

MINX’S PROTEST DENIED

The protest of J. P. Morgan’s 
Phryne against W. C. Atwater’s

THE CENTRAL BANKS CONFER. 


The, conference shortly to -be held 
in this city. between the New York 
Reserve Bank and responsible offi- 
cers of the Bank of England, the 
Bank*of France and the German 
Reichsbank, is not wholly a novelty. 
Governor NORMAN and Dr. SCHACHT 
have previously come to New York 
to discuss international banking 
problems, but this will, we believe, 
be the first foreign conference in 
which officials of the French State 
bank have participated. The Bank 
of France, however, is unmistak- 
ably the key to some urgent exist- 
ing problems of international bank- 
ing, and the presence of Professor 
Rist, the well-known economist and 
Deputy Governor of the bank, is 
recognition of that fact. 

Before the war, it was rarely the 
practice of European central banks 
to pursue any but an individual 
policy. Mutual relations necessarily 
existed; sometimes of an important 
nature, as when the Bank of Eng- 
land actually borrowed £4,500,000 
from the French and Russian State 
banks to fortify its own reserves in 
the Baring panic of 1890. Constant 
cooperation was inevitable during 
the war. But all this was due to 
critical emergencies. The idea of 
periodical conferences to arrange a 
joint program of policy in connec- 
tion with the ordinary financial de- 
velopments of the day was not con- 
templated. In America, at any rate, 
such ‘personal exchange of views 
would probably, in the decade be- 
fore the war, have excited angry 
Congressional denunciation of the 
Money Power’s activities. But that 
was another world, economically 
speaking. Even Congress is more 
likely today to be gratified than 
alarmed at conferences in which the 
United States is recognized as the 
chief international Money Power. 

The importance at the present day 
of a uniform general policy by the 
great banks of issue, the reposi- 
tories of the world’s gold reserve, is 
undeniably great. The war is over, 
but the economic problems left as 
a@ consequence of it are in some re- 
spects more novel and unsettling 
even than the wartime economic 
phenomena, and they absolutely re- 
quire international cooperation. The 
new German Reichsbank is itself in 
@ way an international experiment. 
Every European bank of issue which 
has resumed gold payments since 
the war, or contemplated such re- 
sumption, has had to deal directly 
with our Federal Reserve in the 
matter of accumulating or safe- 
guarding a gold reserve.

WHAT WE PREACH ABROAD. 

Like the villain who still pursued 
her, Uncle Sam is still in Europe 
pursuing “trade barriers” and join- 
ing in international conferences 
which denounce high protection and 
call for the lowering of tariffs. This 
time it is the meeting of the Inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce at 
Stockholm. At its very first session 
on Monday the inescapable subject 
came up, and the American dele- 
gates had to listen to statements 
which must have ‘made their ears 
tingle. Their only escape lies in 
supposing that the great principles 
which govern commerce in all other 
parts of the world have no applica- 
tion in the United States. Only on 
that supposition can Americans keep 
their faces straight when at Geneva 
and at Stockholm they make 
speeches and sign resolutions de- 
nouncing high tariffs as at once 
stupid and an international griev- 
ance, 

One daring speaker, the eminent 
Swedish economist, Professor CASs- 
SEL, ventured to drag in America. 
He spoke of the American theory, 
or pretense, that protective tariffs 
should be imposed in order to cover 
differences in the cost of production 
and to safeguard the domestic stand- 
ards of living and of wages. He ad- 
mitted that something might reason- 
ably be said for that, though he 
added that it would be impossible to 
arrive at any agreement about it 
between nations. Then he rashly 
proposed that a duty of 20 or 25 per 
cent. ad valorem should be accepted 
by all countries as the maximum to 
which they might go. Yet under the 
utterance of such a heresy our dele- 
gates sat silent! Perhaps it took 
their breath away. Anyhow, the 
American Protective Tariff League 
should not hold its peace. It should 
call upon our representatives at 
Stockholm to rise in their places and 
solemnly affirm the right of the 
United States, in its pursuit of life, 
liberty and happiness, to levy duties 
up to 300 per cent., if it sees fit, as 
it does in some cases, and to shove 
them even higher under that won- 
derful flexible tariff which stretches 
always up and never down. 


THE TOTAL ECLIPSE. 

Today the moon swims between 
the earth and the sun. The eclipse 
will be total in England for twenty- 
three seconds and in Norway and 
Sweden for thirty or forty. The 
principal observatories have sent ex- 
peditions to the two Scandinavian 
countries, hoping against hope that, 
despite the heavy weather odds of 
three to one against them, photo- 
graphic records for future study may 
be obtained. 

On the giory of the corona astro- 
nomical attention will be chiefly fo- 
cused; for only during a total eclipse 
is that awesome spectacle seen. 
Every mathematical astronomer is 
struck by the fact that if the moon 
were only 10,000 miles further away 
we should never be held spellbound 
by the corona. Considering that a 
total eclipse lasts on an average 
about three minutes and occurs 
about once every two years, it is 
extraordinary that we know as 
much as we do about the corona— 
know, for example, that there is a 
relation between its size, shape, far- 
flung streamers and sun-spot activ- 
ity. But how much still remains un- 
fathomed! There are scores of lines 
in the solar spectrum visible only 
during a total eclipse. What is their 
significance? No one familiar with 
modern physical chemistry now be- 
lieves in “coronium,” that hypo- 
thetical element which, it was once 
Supposed, gave the corona its weird 
hue. We must seek another explana- 
tion for that group of spectral lines 
once glibly accounted for by “ coro- 
nium.” There is much, too, about 
the physics of the corona that still 
requires elucidation. Single observa- 
tions are of little value. No two 
coronas are alike. Hence the neces- 
sity of patiently going over the same 
ground again and again, of fitting 
out expeditions to far-off lands at 
great expense to make the most of a 
few precious seconds. 

Because of the morning mists that 
overlie Northern Europe at this 
time of the year, the progress of the 
eclipse will be watched by observers 
in airplanes. Such is the vibration 
to which a machine is subject that it 
would be miraculous if satisfactory 


gation was not clearly understood. | 
Hence physicists scarcely knew what 
to study. Profiting by the Ameri- 
can example of 1925, British  physi- 
cists have organized the amateur 
radio forces at their disposal. Fog 
or no fog, records will be obtained 
that will enlarge our knowledge 
of the relation of different wave- 
lengths to the positions of the trans- 
mitting and receiving stations in 
the path of the moon’s: shadow. 
Radio at least will gain by this 
year’s eclipse. 


A DARING SEA FLIGHT. 

If the army’s big Fokker mono- 
plane which took off from the Oak- 
land municipal airport at 7:09 A. M. 
yesterday, with Lieutenant MAIT- 
LAND, pilot, and Lieutenant HEGEN- 
BERGER, navigator, flies to Honolulu, 
it will make a record for distance 
over the sea, 2,407 miles. The adven- 
ture is extra hazardous. If the plane 
should be forced down, dependence 
would have to be placed upon its 
tanks to keep it afloat until it could 
be salvaged by a surface ship. No 
arrangement was made for escort or 
observation of any sort. Again, if 
the Hawaiian Islands were not found 
by the navigator, the army plane 
would be lost in the Pacific. Islands 
of the Hawaiian group might not be 
easily picked up by a soldier navi- 
gator. The army plane could pass 
between Kauai and Oahu, 75 miles 
apart, without either being sighted. 
In thick weather the Kaiwi Channel 
(80 miles), between Oahu and Molo- 
kai, and the Alenuihaha Channel (40 
miles), between Maui and Hawaii, 
might be only gateways to the open 
Pacific. A descent into the sea he- 
fore the plane had gone far, and 
while the tanks were almost full, 
would be fatal if rescue did not 
come quickly. A seaplane with boat- 
shaped pontoons, like the “ship” in 
which Commander RODGERS and his 
men drifted and sailed for several 
days, is safe enough, provided the 
Pacific is in a gentle mood and 
rations and water do not fail. But 
Lieutenant MAITLAND’s “ship” is 
an army plane. If it cannot keep 
the air, its pyoper resting place is 
the land. 

General PATRICK, Chief of the 
Army Air Service, must have had 
great faith in both the three-mo- 
tored Fokker plane and in its pilot 
and navigator. In test flights the 
monoplane, which has a wing spread 
of 72 feet, has carried 12,715 
pounds. That was almost the full 
flight load. MAITLAND is one of the 
most experienced of army pilots, 
with a fine record of efficiency; 
HEGENBERGER is called one of the 
best instrument and navigation offi- 
cers in the service and has made 
remarkable cross-country flights in 
no-visibility weather with the earth 
inductor compass. On the voyage to 
Hawaii he has all the instruments a 
sailor would use, but still he does 
not know the Pacific as a sailor 
would. 

If the army plane makes any 
Hawaiian island, the achievement 
may well be regarded as a triumph 
of navigation. When half way across, 
the plane should be flying more 
than a hundred miles an hour, un- 
less head winds cut down its speed. 
If the course is kept, the Hawaiian 
archipelago should be reached in 
about thirty hours.

The second week of an interna- 
tional conference is like a pre-Presi- 
dential year in that prophets ply 
their trade with greatest vigor.

At the same time 
she has the opportunity to bring the 
American and British attitudes into 
harmony, and by suggesting com- 
promises to hasten an effective set- 
tlement. This promises to be her 
principal réle at the conference.

ONE-WAY TRAFFIC. 
Example Is Cited to Show How It 
Adds to Congestion. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: . _ . 

_ Any naturally conservative individ- 
ual hesitates to attack an established 
stitution. is one which at present 
seems to receive practically universal 
approval, yet, if one has become 
forced to the conviction that -any 
one-way street traffic rule—is a fun- 
damental mistake, both in theory and 
practice, and that congestion, instead 
of being decreased, is actually enor- 
mously increased by it, criticism of 

it becomes almost a duty. 

First as to theory. Every writer 
upon traffic congestion appears to 
assume that it depends entirely upon 
the number of vehicles traversing the 
streets. Instead, it is evident, upon 
consideration, that traffic, or traffic 
congestion, is a product of two fac- 
tors: the number of vehicles and the 
distance within the area under con- 
sideration which each has to go. 
Traffic congestion may be doubled 
by doubling the number of vehicles; 
but it may also be doubled by doub- 
ling the average distance which each 
vehicle has to travel. I cannot under- 
stand why this latter fact is so con- 
sistently ignored in all discussions 
of traffic problems. 

It is likewise an easily illustrated 
mathematical fact that, on the aver- 
age, the distance traveled by all 
vehicles passing over one-way streets 
must be exactly doubled by the one- 
way rule. 

From this it follows that the one- 
way rule of itself actually doubles 
traffic congestion on all cross-town 
streets Instead of decreasing it. This 
is theory. But here in. Manhattan in 
actual practice congestion on such 
streets is much more than doubled 
by the one-way rule because, on 
closer analysis of traffic currents, it 
will be found that the inevitable ten- 
dency of the working out of the rule 
is to force traffic away from sparse 
traffic neighborhoods into a few con- 
gested points where traffic is already 
above normal, so making them even 
more congested. 

This may best be illustrated bv a 
single, but by no means unusual, ex- 
ample. My office is on Thirty-third 
Street just west of Ninth Avenue. 
The other day I desired to drive from 
there to the parking station on Thir- 
ty-third Street just east of Eighth 
Avenue. This particular block of 
Thirty-third Street is always almost 
vacant of traffic, and, could I have 
driven directly, I could have gotten 
there in two minutes without the 
slightest interference with traffic 
anywhere. Instead, here is what ac- 
tually happened. 

Thirty-third Street being a west- 
bound street I was obliged to go first 
to Tenth Avenue. Here I was held up 
to get into the Tenth Avenue traffic. 
I then turned north on Tenth Av- 
enue and east on Thirty-fourth Street, 
and after a hold-up at Ninth Avenue 
reached Eighth. Here a temporary 
excavation, on account of subway 
building at this point, was causing 
the traffic officer to divert all east- 
bound Thirty-fourth Street traffic 
south on Highth Avenue. 

Obliged to pass down Eighth Av- 
enue, I was still unable to turn east 
into Thirty-third Street; there is no 
Thirty-second Street at Eighth Av- 
enue; Thirty-first Street is another 
west-bound street. Finally, after con- 
siderable delay, I was able to make 
the left-hand turn through traffic 
into Thirtieth Street. I was held up 
again in turning north into Seventh 
Avenue, but eventually made another 
left-hand turn into traffic there, and 
went back to Thirty-third Street. 
Here I attempted to make the left- 
hand turn, but was held up by the 
traffic officer at this point (just 
why, by the way, I do not know, as 
left-hand turns are constantly made 
at this point). ’ 

I stopped and explained my desire 
to get into Thirty-third Street some- 
how. He hesitated a moment, and 
then told me to proceed north on 
Seventh Avenue to Thirty-eighth 
Street, to then turn arpgund in the 
street and come back south on the 
opposite side. I proceeded to do this, 
being held up both times in crossing 
Thirty-fourth Street, and, of course, 
blocking heavy traffic both ways 
while I turned around at Thirty- 
eighth Street. Eventually, for the 
fourth time in my travels, I reached 
Thirty-third Street and was allowed 
to pass into the block I was headed 
for. Instead of 2 minutes, I had 
taken 38 minutes; instead of one and 
one-half blocks of travel through an 
empty street, I had traveled approxi- 
mately twenty-three blocks, nearly 
all of it working an increase to al- 
ready very heavy traffic, and passing 
nine points of traffic congestion. 

This experience is not in the least 
abnormal or unusual. It is my regu- 
lar experience of the way one-way 
traffic workg out in actual practice.

SHANGHAI, June 28.—Senator Hi- 
ram Bingham of Connecticut thinks 
that China is far from unity and 
peace, and that unrest is inevitable 
for a long time to come, and while 
not favoring armed intervention, 
which he denounces as thoroughly 
impractical, he believes that ‘‘we 
should continue to make such a show 


of force, at least in those treaty 
= in which Americans have been 
+e as to offer full protection for 
the lives and property of our na- 
tionals in China.’’ 

Senator Bingham has been moving 
amo&g Chinese in all parts and on 
all sides of the revolution in the t 
six weeks and has just returned fone 
from Nanking, seat of the moderate 
Nationalist vernment, and Han- 
kow, headquarters of the more rad- 
ical Nationalist régime. 

He saw Marshal Chang Tso-lin, 
dictator of the Northern Alliance, 
with headquarters at Peking, and 
General Yen Hsi-shan, the powerful 
Governor of Shansi Province, in the 
North, and their revolutionary op- 
ponents in the Yangtse capitals dur- 
ng this present month, and he has 
formed a number of conclusions 
which he gave to correspondents this 
evening prior to sailing for Hong- 
mg and the Philippines on Satur- 


Says Treaties Must Be Revised. 


“I think China is far from unifica- 
tion and, therefore, I favor our send- 
ing commissioners to at least three 
Governments in China,” Senator 
Bir oe said. 

“These men would not necessaril 
be Ministers, nor would their ores 
ence be construed as recognition. 
However, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the treaties must be re- 
vised and, therefore, the best thing 
that we can do is to send commis- 
Sioners to Peking, Nanking and 
Hankow with to revise the so- 
called unequal treaties as soon as 
possible. 

“I think that Nanking, for exam- 
ple, has just as er a Government 
as Peking and do not see any 
reason for oe representa- 
tives in Peking and not in N .nking. 

I believe it advisable to have 
Chinese secretaries, as our American 
young men who speak Chinese would 
be termed, with each de facto Gov- 
ernment. This would permit better 
Tt pesne f and cooperation with 
America and prevent a vanishing 
friendship’s entire departure. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that the treaties must be revised 
very soon. Hence we must take 
steps to that end. Meanwhile, we 
must continue to protect Americans. 


Sees Protection Needed for Years. 


“Hence I firmly believe that our 
gunboats must remain in the treaty 
ports where Americans have devoted 
their lives to and invested much cap- 
ital in development of trade which 
we must protect. We have had men- 
of-war in many treaty ports where 
Americans are doing business, and 
rin is not essentially an act of hos- 
ility. 

“China is involved in a serious rev- 
olution, and America must recognize 
this fact. I have found that it is 
no superficial affair, for the Nation- 
alist revolution is firmly fixed in the 





minds and the hearts of the majority | E 


of the masses throughout the nation. 
Even in the North I found the high- 
est admiration for General Chiang 
Kai-shek and nationalism. 

*‘However, they have aroused anti- 
foreignism to such an extent that 
Borodin himself [Russian adviser to 
to Hankow Government] has admit- 
ted that he is unable to check it 
now. Hence, we must protect our in- 
terests for many years to come on 
our own. 

“This does not mean that I favor 
armed intervention, which I am thor- 
oughly convinced is most impractical, 
but I believe that we must leave our 
warships and marines in China for a 
lo time.

RUSSIANS ADMIT 


SETBACK IN CHINA 


Soviet Sees “Partial Disaster” 
in Anti-Red Swing of Chiang 
and Like Tendency of Feng. 


BUT IT HAS REALLY GAINED 





With Colonial Slave Doctrine it Has 
Advanced Main Aim, Which Is to 
Reduce Alien Influence in China.

MOSCOW, June 28.—It is a curi- 
ous paradox that China, the very 
field in which Russian policy and 
diplomacy have been most success- 
ful, is now being presented in the 
Communist press and eos as 
the scene of a ‘‘partia] disaster’’ or 
‘revolutionary setback.”’ 

This, of course, does not refer to 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin’s raid sev- 
eral weeks ago on the Soviet Lega- 
tion Compound in Peking, which, al- 
though tating to Soviet states- 
men, does not worry them seriously 
because they are convinced that it is 
merely a matter of time before

is the anti-Communist swing of Gen- 
eral por ge | Kai-shek and his Nan- 
king and Shanghai associates, to say 
nothing of the similar tendency more

» who had been gene re- 
garded as Moscow’s man. 

From the standpoint of Russia’s 
political policy in the Far East, this 
swing does not really interfere with 
the principal Russian aim, which is 
diminution of foreign influence in 
China, generally, and of English in- 
fluence particularly. 


Checked in Europe, Turned to Asia. 


But the revival of the Trotskyist 
opposition within the Communist 
, with its charge that the Ad- 
ministration is Ity of “petit 
bourgeois deviation’’ by catering to 
the peasants at home and compro- 
pags: with the bourgeois elements 
in China, has forced Administration 
spokesmen to s of the present 
te of affairs in China with regret 
instead of satisfaction. 

Yet if one r the motives and 
me of e Soviet’s Chinese 
wee it is immediately obvious that 
t is far from unsuccessful. The 
motives are four in number. 

First, there is the fact that Rus- 
sia, after the suppression of the at- 
tempted Bulgarian revolution in the 
Summer of 1923 and failure of the 
Communists to br about a revolu- 
tion in Germany a few months later, 
made one of her periodic swings be- 
tween expansionism in the east or 
in the west that have characterized 
her gy he oy the last hundred 
years. ecked in Europe, she 
turned her eyes toward Asia. 

The second consideration is the 
change in the balance of power 
within the Communist Party that 
occurred after the death of Lenin 
which, viewed broadly, replaced the 
ultra-internationalists who spend 
most of their lives in Europe by men 
who had lived in Russia only or in 
Siberian Asia. 

The third is the renewal of the old 
hostility to Great Britian after a 
brief truce and the _ Bolshevikis’ 
realization that the Achilles heel of 
the British Empire is her Asiatic pos- 
sessions. 


Colonial Slave Doctrine. 


The fourth factor is the ‘‘doctrine 
of colonial slaven’’ grafted by 
onm upon the gospel, according to 

arx. 


The murdered German revolution- 
ary, Rosa Luxemburg, is said to have 
been the first to answer the question 
why the social revolution in Western 
Europe predicted by Marx failed to 
occur by her explanation that Euro- 

ean capitalism had gained such a 
arge surplus from exploitation of 
subject or semi-subject races in Asia 
and Africa that it was able to give 
its own workers enough to keep 
them ‘‘sweet.’’ From her Lenin was 
swift to seize the logical corollary— 
that if the subject races could be 
freed from said exploitation it would 
be an enormous step forward in the 
direction of revolution in Western 
urope. 

The development of this doctrine, 
which has become one of the key 
features in “‘Leninism,’’ suited the 
Russian Communist book admirably, 
not the least because it coincided 
with the lack of success of the Com- 
munist International in Western Eu- 
rope and the United States. 

n my opinion—which is confirmed 
by a number of the cleverest foreign 

ers in China—this colonial 
slave doctrine is by far the most ef- 
fective and most dangerous weapon 
in the whole Soviet armory, and 
none the less so because, as in na, 


there is a certain rude truth in the/h 


theory of exploitation. 

One wonders why the Communist 
Administration here does not reply 
boldly to its o tion critics: 

*‘The time is soon for 100 per 
cent. Communist methods in China, 
but you must be bad Leninists if 
you will not admit that any means 
of freeing the colonial slaves from 
capitalist exploitation is bound to 
advance the revolutionary cause in 
the western world, about which you 
a only too ready to criticize 


This they did reply three or four 
months ago, but recent events have 
put a premium on 100 per cent. com- 
munism, and so it may be that the 
Administration prefers other tactics. 

It is significant that Pravda today 
carries a long article insisting that 
Communist mye A in China should 
be directed support of the Agra- 
rian revolution, which is already be- 
ginning in the southern areas.

GEORGE C. CASE FOUND 
_ DEAD IN MUDFLATS 


Noted Brooklyn Lawyer Believed 
to Have Been Killed by 


a Train. 





GREENWICH, Conn., June 28 . 
—An engineer on &@ passing train this 
morning reported a body lying in the 
mudflats close by the Cos Cob draw- 
bridge. It was that of George C. 
Case, aged 63, a Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
lawyer. 

Mr. Case, who had a Summer home 
at Lucas Point, Sound Beach, left 
home yesterday to go to his office. 
His watch had stopped at 6:47, and 
it is assumed by the police that that 
marked the hour last evening at 
which time the body was hurled or 
fell into the mudflats. 

The police theory is that Mr. Case 
was track-walking on the draw- 
bridge between Cos Cob and River- 
side and was struck by a train. 

The body was removed to an un- 
dertaker’s place pending an inquiry. 
Mr. Case is survived by his widow 
and a daughter. 


Mr. Case was for many years prom- 
nent in Brooklyn as a battler for the 
taxpayers, and many of the legal vic- 
tories won by owners of land in his 
home borough were due to his single- 
handed efforts. He was also an in- 
defatigable worked for the annexa- 
tion of the town of Fiatbush to the 
city of Brooklyn previous to 1888, 
amd made speeches pleading annexa- 
tion in every part of his home mu- 
nicipality. His efforts helped lead to 
the annexation of Kings County in 
its entirety to the City of Greater 
New York 

Born in Fiatbush Oct. 30, 1864, Mr. 
Case attended blic and private 
schools there. e went to Erasmus 
Hall Academy, where his father had 
_ to school for nine years. When 

e was graduated he studied under 
an Oxford graduate and entered the 
law office of the late Mayor Gaynor. 

:. or was then a resident of 
Flatb . For a long time Mr. Case 
was the only clerk employed by Mr. 
Gaynor. 

In 1885 Mr. Case was admitted to 
the bar, — first taken a course 
in the New York University Law 
School. He practiced for a while by 
himself and then formed a partner- 
ship with Charles S. Taber. This 
continued from 1885 till 1894. 

At one time Mr. Case was com- 
missioned by John Z. Lott, Flatbush 
Police Commissioner, to prosecute 
violators of the excise law. ee 
the principal offenders were pe - 
ticians he was successful in obtain- 
ing convictions which resulted in a 
more effective enforcement of the 
law. In 1910 he was considered a 
prominent candidate for the office 
of Federal Judge from this district. 

Largely through Mr. Case’s efforts 
Flatbush and other outlying towns 
in the Kings County of the’ were 
amalgamated with klyn to form 
the City of Greater Brooklyn. He 
assisted in the preparation of the 
enabling act that made Brooklyn 
part of Greater New York. 


EXONERATED IN KILLING. 


John Schultz, Blinded by Shot, 
Cleared in Partner’s Death. 


John Schultz, 52 years old, of 425 
Sixth Street, was exonerated yester- 
day when Judge Mancuso in General 
Sessions dismissed a first degree 
murder indictment against him in 
connection with the shooting and 
killing of his partner, William Krae- 
mer, in their employment agency at 
the Sixth Street address. He was 
kept in the Tombs, however, to en- 
able the authorities to find a home 
for him.

John Rutledge Abney, retired law- 
yer, who had practiceg in this city 
for more than forty years, died yes- 
terday at his residence, 19 East 
Highty-sixth Street, after a sudden 
attack of heart disease. His health 
had failed gradually during the last 
three years. He was born in South 
Carolina seventy-seven years ago. He 
leaves a widow, who before their 
marriage was Miss Mary L. Pendle- 
ton. Arrangements for the funeral 
services had not been complete last 
night. 

After receiving his earlier educa- 
tion in South Carolina, Mr. Abney 
studied at the University of Bonn, 
Germany, graduating with the class 
of 1880. He then came to New York 
and prepared himself for admission 
to the bar. During his long career 
in the New. York courts Mr. Abney 
carried on a general law practice, 
and for the major part of it was by 
himself. 

A large proportion of Mr. Abney’s 
cases were concerned with cotton 
operations. He stated In 1919 that 
for more than twenty years he had 
been engaged in actions involving 
speculation in cotton futures. In 


November, 1918, The Economic 
World published an article by him 
on the distinction between gambling 
and speculation, in which the author 
drew liberally upon the operations 
of the Cotton Exchange for illustra- 
tions for his arguments.

The launching of a Gubernatorial 
boom for Mayor Walker was a fea- 
ture of a meeting here yesterday of 
Democratic leaders from other parts 
of the State, at a session of. the 
Democratic State Committee. 

The majority faction of the war- 
Ting Democrats in Erie County, 
headed by Representative James M. 
Mead of Buffalo, who served in the 
Assembly with Mayor Walker, 
Sponsored the Walker boom. Mr. 
Mead had the proxies of eleven of 
the fifteen State Committee members 
in his home county and his followers 
expect to wrest control at the pri- 
maries this Fall from Henry N. Nay- 


lon, who controls the rival group. 
Mr. Naylon did not attend yester- 
day’s meeting. 

If this saadiation comes true, Mayor 
Walker would have behind his boom 
at the time of the State convention 
next year, besides the five delega- 
tions from this city, the support of 
the largest up-State delegation and, 
in the aggregate, a majority in the 
convention. 

The move of the Mead faction un- 


doubtedly was intended ‘as a stra- 


tegic manoeuvre in their fight for 
control in Erie County. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Naylon favors the 
nomination of State Controller Mor- 
ris E. Tremaine, a Buffalo man, who 
was put on the State ticket last year 
through the influence of Mr, Naylon. 

After the meeting Representative 
Mead said he had called on Gover- 
nor Smith and ‘Tammany Leader 
George W. Olvany: He brought with 
him e@ group of rie County Demo- 
crats and had been prepared to fight 
for recognition of his own faction in 
the filling of a vacaney on the Erie 
delegation, due to the death of State 
Committeeman William F. Conway, 
who had been identified with the 
Naylon faction.

Moody and 125 Business 
Men Welcomed by Mayor 
and ‘Civic Organizations. 


GUESTS AT CONEY DINNER 


Visitors Face Another Busy Day— 
Will Go to Wall St., See Ball

Accomplished More Accurate 
Adjustments of Apparatus. 


ASBURY PARK GETS WDWM 


Radio Taken From Newark May Be 
Operated by Chamber of 
Commerce at Resort. 


Broadcasting conditions in the New 
York area haveimproved noticeably 
during the last few days, due pri- 
marily to the fact that stations in 
this territory and adjacent districts 
have accomplished more accurate ad- 
justments of their transmitting ap- 
paratus, according to Arthur Batchel- 
ler, Federal Radio Supervisor in New 
York. Mr. Batcheller explained yes- 
terday that listening-in post reports 
are unanimous in this respect, but 
that certain specific cases of inter- 
ference remain to be solved before 
the ideal can be attained. 

‘Several 500-watt transmitters in 
this district, which I am not a liberty 
to name, are still very far from being 
in their proper channels,”’ he said. 
“T do not know how the Federal 
Radio Commission will deal with sta- 
tions for such divergences, but it 
was understood by all concerned be- 
fore June 15 that the success of the 
new allocation depended upon the 
maintenance of frequency through- 
out the entire country. 


‘‘Many broadcasters in this district 
are now actively engaged by means 
x2 — acquired measuring appara- 

placi uF their waves where 
oaks belong. Within a few days I ex- 
pork to be able to say that much of 
his has been accomplished, and that 
we are very close to a realization of 
ideal broadcasting conditions. It must 
not be forgotten, however, that con- 
ditions in adjacent territory must be 
good before New York listeners can 
have the best reception.”’ 

Mr. Batcheller explained that all 
broadcasting stations operating on 
the higher waves in New York main- 
tain continuous listening posts in the 
interest of interference prevention 
and to test the quality of their own 
transmissions. 

‘It is the obligation of every 
broadcaster to know at all times 
just what his ry sounds like to 
the listener,’’ he sai 


Station WDWM, which was for- 
merly operated in ‘Newark by D. W. 
May, Inc., has been transferred to 
Asbury Park, the new transmitting 
location. It was said that transmit- 
ting tests just completed at the As- 
bury Park location were very suc- 
cessful on the new operating wave of 
361 meters. 

WDWM, which is now Y iphiebrnay 4 
owned, will likely be turned over to 
Asbury Park and be operated under 
the direction of Thomas F. Burley 
Jr., Secretary of the Asbury Park 
Chamber of Co erce. The transmit- 
ting apparatus is aobut a mile west 
of the city.

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WORE WON'T TELL 
HOW HE GOT BONDS 


He Refuses to Appear Before 
Grand Jury Under Waiver of 
Immunity in Theft Inquiry. 





INDICTMENTS EXPECTED 





A. C. Vandiver to Testify Again 
Today Regarding Payment of 
Reward to J. W. Osborne. 





Robert H. Elder, counsel for Eu- 
gene. F. McGee, disbarred lawyer, 
notified District Attorney Banton 
yesterday that his client had refused 
to appeezr before the Grand Jury un- 
der a waiver of immunity in its in- 
vestigation of the return for a $16,000 
reward of $131,000 of the securities 
stolen last May 5 from Taylor, Bates 
& Co., brokers. The refusal of Mc- 
Gee. to testify, according to Chief 
Assistant District Attorney Pecora, 
made it probable that the inquiry 
would be ended today. 

Mr. Pecora explained that the 
Grand Jury had conducted a ‘John 
Doe”’ investigation without. a com- 
plainant on the statement of Almuth 
C. Vandiver, counsel for the brokers, 
who, told of the return to him of the 
securities by James W. Osborne, 
former Assistant United States At- 
torney, on June 2, when Mr. Van- 
diver ‘paid Mr: Osborne the $16,000 
reward. Mr. Pecora added that in- 
dictments depended on the decision 
of the body whether the crime of re- 


ceiving stolen property or compound- 
ing a felony had been established. 


Vandiver to Testify Again. 


Mr. ‘Vandiver was a witness before 
the Grand Jury last Friday, and is 
to be called for further testimony to- 


day. Mr. Osborne, who publicly ad- 
mitted that he returned the securi- 
ties to Mr. Vandiver and that he had 
accepted the reward, told his story 
to the Grand Jury last Monday. 

Only two witnesses were heard yes- 
terday by the Grand Jury. One was 
@ member of the Taylor, Bates firm, 
Colonel William T. Hallaran, who 
was a staff officer in the Twenty- 
seventh Division in the World War. 
In Mr. Osborne’s statement last Mon- 
day he said that after McGee had 

ven the stolen securities to him, the 
ormer Assistant Federal Prosecutor 
called up Colone] Hallaran and the 
Colonel referred him to Mr. Van- 
diver. 

The second witness was a clerk in 
the Taylor, Bates & Co. office, who 
told of the disappearance of $138.000 
of the firm's securities when they 
were in the custody of Julius Ber- 
man, a messenger. All but one cer- 
tificate for $6,800 were turned over 

o Mr. Vandiver by Mr. Osborne at 
the time the reward was paid in the 
Central Mercantile Bank. 

Berman, at the time of his arrest 
and indictment in connection with 
the disappearance of the securities, 
said that he had been kidnapped by 
four men in an automobile as he 
was carrving the secvrities to the 
brokers throuch the financial dis- 
trict. He added that he was taken 
to a house in the Bronx and later, 
having been bound and gagred by 
his captors, was freed in a vacant 
lot in Eastchester. 


Berman May Be Called Today. 


Mr. Osborne before his appearance 
before the Grand Jury last Monday 
said that McGee had told him that 
the securities had been stolen from 
Berman by a pickpocket. Mr. Pec- 
ora said yesterday that no facts to 
sustain this explanation of the theft 
had been uncovered in the District 
Attorney’s investigation. He added, 
however, that there was a possibil- 
ity that Berman would be called 
today as a witness, although the 
prosecutor’s office knew that Ber- 
man was insistent that the secur- 
ities had been stolen by kidnappers. 

Friends of McGee said yesterday 
that the disbarred lawyer had de- 
scribed part of Mr. Osborne’s story 
of McGee’s connection with the re- 
turn of the $131,000 in stolen secur- 
ities to Mr. Vandiver as a ‘‘dream.’’ 
McGee also was represented to have 
said that, although he had at the 
instigation of Mr. Vandiver, brought 
about the return of the stolen secur- 
ities, he was not aware that a re- 
ward was to be paid by the Taylor, 
Bates & Co. lawyer. 

While Mr. Banton and Mr. Pecora 
declined to express the belief that 
indictments would follow the close 
of the inquiry, the impression in the 
Criminal Courts Building was that 
at least two indictments would be 
handed up by the Grand Jury, and

S the name “John Doe.”’

CALLS DRY JOBS 
POLITICAL PAWNS) 


Poland Says Republicans Are 


Enforcing Law Only Where 
Prohibition Is Popular. 








HEISE CASE ‘CAMOUFLAGE’ 





Anti-Saloon Leader Says It Is to 
Hide Activity of Bootleggers 
‘Out to Get Mills.’ 





Orville S. Poland, chief of the legal 
department of the Anti-Saloon 
League of New York, declared yes- 
terday in a statement criticizing the 
transfer of Prohibition Administrator 
Chester P. Mills thaf the transfer 
showed that the Republican Adminis- 
tration intended to enforce prohibi- 
tion only where prohibition was 
popular and that it wes seeking ‘“‘wet 
patronage’’ for the next Presidential 
campaign. 

Mr. Polan? asserted that the trans- 
fer showed that prohibition enforce- 
ment jobs were to be ‘‘political 
pawns in the Presidential cam- 
paign.’”’ He said that the pending 
case against Major Augustus Heise 
for the use of third-degree methods 


in prohibition enforcement was ‘‘ca- 
mouflage’’ to hide the activity of 
bootleggers and politicians who 
‘‘were out to get Major Mills. He 
said that Seymour Lowman, new 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
in charge of prohibition enforcement, 
who will take office on Aug. 1 and 
who several days ago condemned 
third-degree methods, knew what the 
results would be whén the action was 
brought against Heise. 

“The plan was simple and was 
taken from the Republican political 
primer,’’ the statement continued 
‘‘Make enforcement or violation of 
the law, as the case may be, a po- 
litical asset—give them enforcement 
up-State where they seem to want it, 
accede to the bcotleggers in New 
York where it may be politically 
profitable. Mr. Lowman went into 
this with his eyes open. 

“The pending case relating to 
Major Heise and his alleged third 
degree methods was an occasion for 
action, not the reason for it. The 
point is that whether Major Heise is 
a Simon Legree or a ministering 
angel has nothing to do with the 
case. The bootleggers and politicians 
were out to get Major Mills and they 
have prevailed in Washington. The 
Heise incident is useful camouflage. 
‘By cooperation with legitimate 
users of sacramental wine, such as 
the representatives of rabbinical] 
unions, Major Mills has been able 
to reduce the amount of sacramental 
wine withdrawn in New York from 
over three million gallons a year to 
the rate of about forty thousand gal- 
lons a year. At the current market 
price of sacramental wine, _ this 
means that Mills has dammed up 
wine to the probable value of at least 
$50,000,000. In other words, that 
$50,000,000 has been talking through 
the mouths of the New York politi- 
cal leaders in an endeavor to get 
Mills removed. A fair percentage of 
that $50,000,000 has doubtless been 
dangling before the eyes of these 
political leaders as a possible cam- 
paign contribution. It would not take 
a large proportion of that $50,000,000 
to pay the entire New York contribu- 
tion to the Presidential campaign 
fund—it would probably take care of 
California too.’’ 

The statement alleges that the op- 
position to Major Mills included 
Samuel Koenig, wet Republican 
leader here, some of whose sublead- 
ers were fired” by Major Mills for 
‘‘dishonesty’’; bootleg’’ lawyers who 
could not obtain favors from Major 
Millis, and ‘‘that gamboling maver- 
rick,’”’ Representative La Guardia, 
who felt ‘“‘hurt’’ because Major Mills 
would not have him arrested when 
he made ‘‘a concoction which he said 
was beer and dispensed on a street 
corner.”’ 

Mr. Poland summed up the situa- 
tion as follows: 

“The facts could not more per- 
fectly support the deduction that the 
Administration has 

‘1. Decided that wet patronage is 
more important in New York than 
enforcement. 

‘2. That alleged arbitrary action 
toward known law violators fs suf- 
ficient to condemn an efficient of- 
ficer. 

“3. That the Administration in- 
tends too give enforcement only 
where it is locally politically popular. 

“4. That enforcement positions are 
to be political pawns in the Presi- 
dential campaign, and that the fi- 
nancing of such campaign by the 
contributions of wine producers, or 
others who are directly or indirect- 
ly interested in the administration 
of enforcement, is not unwelcome.’

MAY DISCUSS GOLD RESERVE 


Interallied Debts, Post-War Stabll- 
ity, German Finances, Believed 
to Be on Bankers’ Program. 


Charles Rist, Deputy Governor of 
the Bank of France, arrived here 
yesterday afternoon on the new 
French liner Ile de France, accom- 
panied by M. Ricard, an official of 
the bank, preceding by a few days 
Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Bank of England, and Dr. Schacht, 
head of the Reichsbank, to attend a 
meeting of the heads of the chief 


European central banks with Gover- 
nor njamin Strong of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. 

M. Rist was met at the ig by 
Governor Strong and George L. Har- 
rison of the Reserve Bank. M. Rist 
and M. Ricard will make their head- 

uarters at the Federal Reserve 

ank during their stay in New York, 
and will be entertained by leading 
American bankers. 

Although any attempt to forecast 
the points that will be raised during 
the meeting would be premature, it 
is understood that Winston Churchill, 
Chancelor of the Exchequer, revealed 
the general trend of the coming con- 
vention in his speech in the Com- 
mons on Monday. 


Churchill Outlined Views. 


Mr. Churchill said that ‘‘we shall 
thus have for the first time in this 
intimate manner the highest author- 
ities in Germany, France, Great 
Britain and the United States in 
amicable consultation and coopera- 
tion. I do not doubt that the prob- 
lems touched upon in this debate will 
be among those illuminated by that 
discussion.’’ The debate in the House 
of: Commons referred to currency, 


the gold standard and gold reserves. 
From this standpoint, therefore, 
the conversations here appear in the 
light of financial development of 
the greatest importance. e bank- 
ers who are gathering for a round 
table talk, that does not appear to 
have been limited to any single sub- 
ject or group of subjects, partici- 
pated in numerous separate and one 
or two joint informa! conversations 
with Governor Strong when he vis- 
ited Europe last year. 
At that time it was understood that 
most of the post-war financial prob- 
lems had been aired, and that al- 
though the situation in the countries 
concerned did not then ne any 
satisfactory settlement of a perma- 
nent character to be made, each 
country would attempt to smooth the 
way in the several countries for a 
restoration of sound financial con- 
ditions. 
It may be expected that the con- 
versations to be held here will de- 
termine what progress toward this 
end has been made, and whether the 
situation has improved sufficiently 
pe measures to be taken that 
insure financial stability and al- 
low greater cooperation between the 
central banks in the matter of gold 
reserves. 
Before the sailing of the Governor 
of the Bank of England and the 
Deputy Governor of the Bank of 
France the two institutions reached 
a temporary agreement regarding 
the French gold purchases on the 
London market, which has for the 
time being arrested the flow of gold 
from England to France. [If this 
matter were brought up here it 
would undoubtedly be to effect a 
more permanent arrangement and 
which would probably be comprised 
in a broader scheme of gold regu- 
larization in which the interests of 
the United States and Europe alike 
would play a part. 


May Discuss German Bonds. 


The attendance of Dr. Schacht 
lends credence to the belief that the 
question of German railroad and in- 
dustrial bonds to be marketed under 
the Dawes plan provisions will be 
discussed. The recent history of this 
problem had its origin in the Briand- 
Streseraann conversations at Thoiry 
last year, when the two statesmen 
sought to bring about a rapproche- 
ment between the erstwhile enemies. 
At that time the financial crisis in 
France was at its height, and in re- 
turn for certain political concessions 
to Germany, Stresemann was willing 
to support the sale of these bonds in 


the United States and elsewhere. 
German acquiescence and even warm 
support of the issue would have been 
necessary to insure its success, but 
German financial circles felt obliged 
to refuse support on the ground that 
it would injure the prospects for 
German industrial and other borrow- 
ing here. 

e proposal was therefore dropped 
and has remained dormant sin->e 
then. If the Dawes plan is to be 
carried out in full this essential part 
of it must come up for consideration 
again. If it should come up here in 
the course of the next few days the 
discussions may be expected to cen- 
tre on the feasibility of an o 
of such magnitude in both 
or distant future. 

The heads of the three t Euro- 
pean banks and our own Federal Re- 
serve officials may therefore engage 
in a general review of the financial 
situation as a whole and consider the 
reap of interallied debts, repara- 

ons and the resultant problems of 
transfer and exchange. le these 
matters are of governmental scope, 
they are nevertheless of exceptional 
concern to the financial] institutions 
which will be represented here.

Notwithstanding an early brisk re- 
covery in the stock market yester- 
day, trading soon settled down into a 
dull, colorless routine. Traders op- 
erating for the rise had in their fa- 
vor the decrease of $44,000,000 in 
brokers’ loans, as set forth in the 
Federal Reserve Board’s report as of 
‘June 22. This statement, which had 
not been published until after the 
closing on Monday, created a hope- 
ful feeling in Wall Street at yester- 
day’s opening and enabled the in- 
terests which are supporting the 
market to carry on successful demon- 
strations in several of the so-called 


pivotal stocks. General Motors re- 
sumed the leadership of the market, 
showing a net gain of 2% points in 
an unusually heavy turnover, but the 
stocks which showed striking ad- 
vances were comparatively few and 
not all of the ns were held. Du 
Pont rose 3 points and declined 2%, 
Commercial Solvents gained 5 and 
lost 4% of it, United States Cast Iron 
Pipe was bid up 8%, reacting 1%; 
Baldwin declined 2% points, but re-

Baldwin Locomotive’s Reduction. 


Announcement of the proposed re- 
duction in the operating rate of the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works to a 10 
per cent. basis on July 1, made yes- 
terday by the President, Samuel 
Vauclain, came too late to have full 
effect on the market. There was 
heavy selling of Baldwin common, 
however, when the announcement 
was put on the news tickers. The re- 
duction in the operating rate was 
generally interpreted as reflecting an 
unsatisfactory situation in the rail- 
road equipment industry. The 10 per 


cent. rate is not so drastic as might 
seem, however, since the corporation 
has been operating at a rate of only 
20 per cent. for several weeks. Dur- 
ing the shrinkage of the company’s 
operations the stock has risen from 
126 in Janu to 185 at the end of 
April, 226 at the end of May and 232 
on last Saturday. 


General Motors Holds Firm. 


The strength exhibited by General 
Motors yesterday seemed to cause 
volatile Wall Street to revise opinion 
as to the prospects for a special dis- 
bursement to stockholders. It had 
been assumed, after Monday’s break, 
that the much talked of stock divi- 
dend was a false alarm. Yesterda 
there was a great deal of talk in Wall 
Street of an actual decision by the 
Finance Committee of the corpora- 
tion looking to a disbursement of 
large size in the near future. It was 
not accepted as a fact, outside of 
speculative circles, however, that 
such action had been determined 
upon, and interests ordinarily well in- 
formed about the corporation’s af- 
fairs insisted that no decision had 


been made.

Call Money at 5 Per Cent. 


The rise in the call money rate 
yesterday to 5 per cent., the first 
time that that level has been reached 
since Jan. 5 last, was not unexpected. 
With the end of the fiscal year at 
hand, with the attendant adjust- 
ments, the prediction was made 
freely that money would touch 6 per 
cent. before July 1. Offerings of 
funds appeared to be plentiful all

The question whether the new high 
record established for brokers’ loans 
was due primarily to operations in 
the stock market or to the carrying 
of millions of dollars’ worth of undis- 
tributed bonds by dealers, has served 
to focus attention on the topic of loan 
segregation. If for no other reason, 
the segregation of loans is recom- 
mended on the unds that the in- 
vestor would be in a position to judge 
whether the expansion of loans was 
due to an oversupply of bonds in the 
market or to overtrading in stocks. 


Lira Declines Again. 


Yesterday’s further decline in the 
Italian lira to 5.59% cents, as against 
5.84% cents reached last Saturday, 
merely canceled the advance of the 
past week. It was generally taken 
for granted in the exchange market 
that the Italian Government was sell- 
ing lire to check what it regarded as 
a too rapid enhancement of the cur- 
rency’s valuation. The effect of the 
recent rise in the lira on Italian com- 
modity prices has been immediate 
and emphatic. Cable dispatches this 
week have indicated that the aver- 
age of such prices has declined more 
than 4 a cent. during June and 10 

r cent. since the opening of May. 

t has fallen 20 per cent. since the be- 
ginning of the present year and 26 
per cent. from the high point of last 
August. The fact that this sweeping 
decline has not occasioned <= 
test in Italy against the de on 
policy is explained in the exchange 
market only by the absolute disci- 
pline imposed by the Mussolini Gov- 
ernment on Italian business men as 
well as on the people at large; but 
the Finance Minister’s recent speech 
to the Parliament indicated that the

Steel Tonnage. 


One of the most important develop- 
ments overhanging the market, in 
the opinion of many observers, is the 
forthcoming statement of unfilled or- 
ders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration as of June 30. It seemed 
to be well understood yesterday that 
the corporation will show an unex- 
pectedly sharp decline. While much 
has been said in recent months of 
the unimportance of the steel ton- 
nage figures, due to the increase in 
hand-to-mouth buying, Wall Street 
continues to pay considerable atten- 
tion to them, and any uncommonly 
sharp decline in orders at this time 
undoubtedly would be construed as a 
reactionary uence. The _ Steel 
Corporation’s management still feels 
that a large backlog of orders is 
necessary, and it is no secret that 
the sales organization is doing its 
utmost to keep a large amount of 
unfinished business on the books.

Train Control Apparatus. 


Execution of a contract for train 
control devices by the New York 
Central and other railroads in the 
last two or three days, together with 
the news that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission is planning to 
order installation of such devices on 
the third railroad division of the 
country, provided an indication of 
activity among producers of train- 
control apparatus. This was _ re- 
garded in Wall Street as only a drop 
in the bucket, however, especially in 
view of the announcement by the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works that pro- 
duction is to be cut to 10 per cent.

New York City’ continues to lead 
the world as a manufacturing cen- 
tre, according to figures from the 
census of manufactures in 1925 oab- 
tained the industrial bureau of 
the Merchants’ Association from the 
United States Department of Com- 
merce. These figurés show that 
New York City manufactured goods 


| worth $5,324,413,612 in that year, or 


more than one-twelfth of all prod- 
ucts made in the United States and 
more than the total for any one 
State sapere New York and Penn- 
sylvania. ese products were made 
by 538,845 wage earners, working in 
23,714 establishments and earning 
$844,648,136 for the year. 

New York City has more manu- 
facturing establishments than any 
State except New York, and.of the 
total number of manufacturing 
establishments in the United States 
a yencsem, 4 one-eighth are situ- 
ated in New York City. These estab- 
lishments eg re § more than 6 per 
cent. of the total number of factory 
workers in the country and contrib- 
ute practically 8 per cent. of the 
total amount paid to factory 
workers. 

The average factory in New York 
City in 1 employed twenty-two 
wage earners and manufactured 


‘goods valued at $224,526. The value 


of the manufactured products was 
approximately $9,881 for each work- 
er, and the earnings were approxi- 
mately $1,567 for each. For the 
country as a whole, the average 
number of wage earners in a factory 
was forty-four, and the average 
value of goods produced was $334, 

a factory. The value of the prod- 
ucts of each worker was approxi- 
mately $7,479, and the average pay 
of the individual was $1,279.

They charged that Democrats had 
been hired to do their work under a 
different title than that of ‘“‘investi- 
gator.’’ When a jury decided that 
their removal had been unjustified, 
they asked that Loughman and two 
other Commissioners, John J. Mer- 
rell and Mark Graves, be punished. 
The Commissioners said the posi- 
tions in dispute had been abolished 
and that no appropriation had been 
made for them this year. 

Justice Dike ruled that Loughman 
had sufficient power to obsy the 
order and gave him ten days in 
which to obey the mandamus order, 
and thus purge himself of contempt.

T “y case was brought by a moving 
picture operator against the unions, 
which forced the manager to dis- 
charge him because he refused to 
enter the union. ‘The lower courts 
upheld the unions, but the high 
court declares that the conscription 
of labor was unlawful, and granted 
the discharged worker damages from 
the union. 

The decision is of great importance 
in Austria, for this country is proba- 
bly better organized by the unions 
than any other in the world, and all 
— es are now operated under closed 
shops. 

The financial power of the unions 
is based on the closed shop in indus- 
try and the result of the decision is 
certain to result in a loss of members 
and decrease of their power. 

The Socialist papers attack the de 
cision and threaten a general strike 
against it.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Loading 
of revenue freight for the week 
ending June 18 amounted to 1,016,351 
cars, according to reports filed today 
by the carriers with the.Car Service 
Division of the American Railway 
Association, a decrease of 11,954 cars 
under the preceding week. Reduc- 
tions were reported in the loading 
of all commodities except merchan- 
dise and less-than-carload-lot freight, 
which showed a slight increase. 
Compared with the corresponding 
week last year, the total for the 
week was a decrease of 20,292 cars, 
but was an increase of 31,768 over 
the corresponding week in 1925. 

Miscellaneous freight for the week 
totaled 392,554 cars, an increase of 
10,297 over the corresponding week 
last year and 25,016 over the same 
week in 1925. 


Loading of merchandise and less 
than carload lot freight for the week 
totaled 258,439 cars, a decrease of 
1,111 under the same week last year, 
but 218 over the corresponding week 
two years ago. 

Coal amounted to 156,046 cars. 
This was a decrease of 18,797 under 
the same week last year, but an 
increase of 931 compared with the 
same period two years ago. 

Grain and grain products totaled 
38,566 cars, an increase of 440 over 
the same week in 1926 and 3,141 
above the same period in 1925. In 
the Western districts alone in and 
grain products totaled 24,612 cars, an 
increase of 1,497 above the same 
week last year.

Four men, three of whom have 
¢riminal records according to the po- 
lice, were arrested yesterday in Long 
Island City charged with imperson- 
ating Federal prohibition agents and 
extorting thousands of dollars from 
speak-easy owners in Queens. The 
arrests were made by Detectives 
Sadio and Werle of the Hunters 
Point Precinct, accompanied by de- 
tectives of Inspector Ahern’s di- 
vision. 

After questioning by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Peter M. Daly of 
Queens, and later at Police Head- 
quarters in Manhattan, the men were 
locked up at headquarters for ar- 
raignment today. They were listed 
as Arthur E. (Loop) Hardy, 
Fulton Street, Brooklyn; John Daw- 
gon, 308 West Seventy-seventh Street, 
Manhattan; Emil Metzke, 1.384 
Grand Concourse, the Bronx, and 
James Kelly, 403 East Nineteenth 
Street, Manhattan. 

The men were identified by Charles 
Burstalman, who, with Martin Kull- 
man, owns a café at 100 Flushing 
Strect, Long Island City. Burstal- 
man charged that the four had ex- 
torted $100 from him. They are also 
accused of having extorted $200 from 
Ernest Schmidt of 693 Ninth Ave- 
nue, Long Island City, on June 2. 

After leaving Burstalman’s café 
yesterday the four men walked to 
Borden and Vernon Avenues and en- 
tered a new automobile waiting at 
the curb. It had been planned for 
Kullman to signa! the detectives, who 
were in the café, when the alleged 
extortionists appeared, but Kullman 
said he feared the men had pistols, 
go he did not give the signal until 
they had gone. The detectives leaped 
on the running boards of the automo- 
bile when the men had entered it 
and, with drawn revolvers, made the 
arrests. 

The arresting officers said the four 


had fraudulent search warrants and 
also fraudulent documents purport- 
ing to be Federal papers about the 
liquor traffic. They also had imita- 
tion badges, according to the detec- 
tives. etzke, who is said to be a 
bookmaker, is the only one of the 
four, the police said, who has no 
criminal record.
